DISaS' Buns bY FIRE. 


rhe Ravages of the Daiias Fire-A Big Fire ta Mem- 
phia. 

GALVESTON, October 8.—A later despatch 
from Dailas puts the loss by Saturday's fire 
at from $200,008 to $109,000, insurances about 
$150,000. The cotton compress end grain 
eleva.or were totally destroyed, with adout 
8,000 bales of cotton and 300,000 oushels of 
grain. The Newssays the loss by the fire is 
much less than at first was anticipated. Ihe 
number of bales of cotton burned cannot be 
learned now, but it ie variously estimated at 
from 4,000 to 6,000. The following 
is tge best liet yet obtainable of the loss. The 
elevator was ow ned byjJno. T Hardie & Oo., of 
New Orleans, and leased to W.C. Howard & Co, 
and cortained from -40,000 to #000 bushels 
of oats, 10,000 bushels of wheat anid 10,000 
bushels of barley and _ corn. Howard 
& Co. estimate their loss at  $25,0v0. 
Hardie & Co.’s loss is $40,000, $25,000 
ou the elevator and $15,000 on the yard 
and &ectures, fully insured. Lhe electric 
light works were totally destroyed, loss 
$17,000, insurance $8,000. D. Sinker, 
Davis & Co., loss $26,009, insurance of stock 
$4,000. Bouryer’s warehouse, loss notstated, 
1asurance #1,500. 1.) Siiverstien’s livery sta- 
bie, containing $700 of feed, totally de- 
stroyed. The grocery of Mrs. Miller, loss 
$1,500, The grocery of W. C. Whitter, loss 
$1.802. B. Leob’s grocery on Lamar street 
sustained agmall damage from water. Tne Dal- 
las beiler works, loss $5,000, inszrance $2,000, 
Five cottages were aiso destroyed. insurance 
onthe elevator and grain is 11,250 in six 
Cumpanies, andon the compress and cotton 
$5,500 in ten companies. 

Tne News Wallas special says the fire is 
still burning and will continue so for a week. 
li is impossible at preseut to ferm anything 
like a currect estimate of the toss. The aa- 
justment will probably consume a month's 
time. Tue total amount of iustrance as far 
as known is $25 000. The greater part of this 
is On the cotton, so that the actuai losses can- 
not be computed vatil it is Known whose cot- 
ton was burned, and also the number of 
baies consumed, waich is still thoughtto be 
about 400. Another fire is renoried from 
Luncasier, this county, when Freeman's new 
gin and abuuat 75 bales of cetton were 
burned, The less is about $4,00@, mostly in- 
sured. —.

Rev. W. Payue of the diocese of Albany, 
from the committee on the prayer book, to 
whom was referred the charge of leaving out 
the words Protestant Episcopal reported thao 
in their t2dgment such alterations were in- 
‘expedient. Ihe report was placed on the 
calendar. A number of memorials were pre- 
sented and referred .o the appropriate com- 
mittee.

It 
provided that the house of clerical and lay 
deputies concurring, @ commaittee of three 
bishops, three Presbyters, and three leymen 
be appointed to make a preliminary report 
looking to the thorough consideration of the 
subject of the election of a miinister Into a 
church or parish, for presentation to the next 
general convention. 

MISSIONARY REPORTS. 

The reports from mussionory bishops of 
Hayti, New Mexicv and Montana, were next 
received. Bishop Wilmer of Aiadama then 
spoke on the work among the colored people 
of tne south. He said that his earliest child 
hood had been spent among the colored peo- 
ple, and also a large part of his ministry. 
Tre ehanged condition of the colored people 
has given rise to peculiar difficuities. Tie 
present time is the must propitious for the 
work of the church among the colored people. 
Petitical demagoges have seught the elevation 
of the colored race only in order that thev 
might be eievated themselves above the eol- 
ored people. There ispo iodication of the 
echerch having to deal with them in large 
masses. Only a few come to us, said tne 
bishop and they ure destined to achieve Uitl- 
mately the Saivation of the race. A great 
deal has been said about the religious con 
dition of the negro. It is the natural out- 
come of his religious system, in wuico they 
ure reared. The wild orgies of revivals bave 
a deadiy fascination for tne colored race. The 
question is What shall be done with 
this remnant of the colored 
peopis” Shall they be set apari 
by themselves The bishop wouid reiner 
his band should be paisied than that he 
shoule give bis cousent to any Ileyisiation 
luoking to the dividing ef men ia sociai life 
by limes of demareatien. [Uries of peod, 
guod!! Here there is neither Greek or Jew, 
oond er free. The churca is stupped at its 
threshold from pursuing such a course by 
ite catholicity. Sue bas a divine Constitution, 
it has been urged thac the black mar bas 
net tne intelligence to legislate in the charen 
of Goce. Admitting such to be the Case, 
weuld it be wise to throw him off by him- 
self, The bisuop protested against the draw- 
ing of thecolor line.

THE GBRMAN BICKNTENNARY. 


Imposing Demonstration in Philade!phia— The Ger 

mans of New Vork and New Orleans Pa radiug. 
PHILADELPHIA, October 8.—Tbe German 
American bicentenatal memorial services 
were held in the German churches in the city 
yesterday. A sermon appropriate to the oc- 
casion was delivered by Rey. Dr. McCook, at 
the Tabernacle Presbyterian church. The 
city is gaily decorated in honor of the event, 
and the street demonstration was a big affair. 
The Germans of the city have been at work 
for months to make the parade an imposing 
one. Telegraphic reports from New Orleans, 
New York and other large German commu- 
nities indicate a general celebration of the 
bicentennary. 


THE NATURE OF THE DISPLAY. 


The celebration of the bi-centennial ot the 
founding of the first German colony in this 
country, at Poiladelphia, has been universal 
to-day throughout the United States. At 
Philadelphia the display was particularly 
fine. Over 20 000 men were in line with vehi- 
cles of all descriptions, many of them large 
floats, -earing devices emblematic of every 
industry carried on in*the city, and a large 
number of them bore workmen emploved at 
the trades they represented. The sireets 
along the line of the procession were literally 
jammed, and window seats were at a premium. 
So great was the crowd along Chestnut street, 
that the police were compelled 
to rope off the sidewalks, an act 
that has never been necessary 
heretofore. At Pittsburg the procession was 
fifteen miles long, with 25,000 persons and 
4 000 vehicles, and was indescribadly pictur- 
esque. All the trades were represent- 
ed, including the butchers, bakers, tanners. 
giassmakers, iron and steel workers and car- 
penters, while every nation in the world had 
representatives in costume, the whole form- 
ing a grand moving show, which kept 200,000 
spectators in good humor for four hvurs.

New York, Qctober 5.—New York’s news- 
dealers have almost to a man risen in their 
might against the Herald, and are now clam- 
oring for a higher profit than that allowed 
them by that paper. The iight is a very in 
teresting one, and what will be the outcome 
ofitis net known, though the puolic asa 
general thing side with the dealers, from the 
fact that Mr. Bennett not such a 
Sacrifice as was at first supposed, in the reduc- 
tion of the price of his paper, but that the 
reali losers will be the news- 
dealers handie 
through whose hand; 
the public of the city. 

The heavy dimirution of the profit of the 
dealer is due to the fact tuat the 
reducticn of the Hera!d was 
two cents, yet the dealer and 
heretofore bought at two cents, bave onlv 
been given a reduction of one third of one 
cent, the newsdealers being cherefore forced 
to bear the brunt of the loss with Mr. Ben 
nett, in the proportion of ai least two to one. 
Instead ot lowering newsdealers’ rates pro 
portionate y with the general reduction of 
the price, as 1b justice to them he should 
have dons,itis Mr Bennett's i to force 
them to supply the public at Oo cents, with 
as littie lo-s as possible to himself. He has 
therefore ia reality on v suffered a loss of one- 
third of ome cent per copy, wiire the dealery 
loses a cent, having formerly bought at two 
and sold at three 

They have, however, carefully avoided the 
trap set for them, and by a systematic organi 
zation among theniwelves they have succeeded 
in holding the price at three cenis, and it is 
now almost an impossibility to secure a Her- 
ald on the streets for less than that, and the 
probability is that it will remain so, unless 
there is either achange in raies for the deal- 
er, or anew set of ageuts is secured who will 
be willing to sell fora smaller protit, or who 
“re put ou liviog sularies by the Herald, to 
carry its point against the dealers The events 
of the past few days have proven conclusively 
that there is only one way of doing this, and 
that is by the Hera!d running its own siands, 
asit will at once do, though at an enormous 
expense to that paper. 

THE BEGINNING OF THE STORX. 

The first paper to lower its rates was the 
Times, which dropped from four to twocents, 
With one and a half to the dealer. . Mr. Ben- 
nett, who is now in Europe, immediately 
ordered a drop forthe Herald to the same 
general price. The Tribune followed, not so 
far, bowever, but 'o three cents, and two for 
the dealer, thereby allowing them a profit of 
one cent, and, with the Times, making un- 
sold papers returnable. Thus on these two 
last named papers there was no 
chance fur a loss io the dealer, while 
with the Herald, which did not allowa re 
turn of unsold pupers, a few copies left-on 
hand at night would not only cut off entirely 
a profit, but may cause av actual loss to the 
dealer. Tiusthe revolt which caused the 
monster demenstration of the deaiers of New 
York ad Brovkiyn on last Tuesday <A 
thorough orgunization had been effected in 
almost every ward, and in every instance pos- 
itive orders had been given thatinno case 
should the Herald be sold for less than three 
cents; the consequence being that the reduc- 
tion has amounted to nothing so _ far 
unless the purchaser has bought direct from 
the oflice. 

THE NEW:DEALERS’ MASS-MEETING. | 

On Tuesday nighta general mass-meeting 
and procession of the dealers took place.

THE NEW H:iStoORyY OF GEORGIA. 

The announcement that Colonel C, C. 
Jones’s history of Georgia will soon be issued 
from the presses of Houghton, Mifflin & Co., 
of Boston, will be received with the liveliest 
satisfaction, not only by Georgians, but by all 
who are interested in preserving in attractive 
form the chronicles of one of the most ia- 
portant and progressive of the original 
thirteen states of the union. The volume 
which is announced by the Boston firm brings 
the history of the state down to the revoiu- 
tion, and deals chiefly with the colonial or 
formative period of the state’s history. While 
the material for such a _ history is 
rich, it is also rare, and the result is that the 
history of the colony of Georgia, as it stands 
written by Colonel Jones’s predecessors in 
that field is far from satisfactory. Colonel 
Jones has not only bad access to important 
documents which have not hitherto been 
available, but he has the advantage of a 
trained literary experience. His style isat once 
fluent and vigorous, and we have no doubt 
that his narrative of the events which gave 
Georgia distinction as a colony will be all that 
his admirers ex pect. 


“ARRA GN NG” THE SOUTH. 

Che Springfield Republican, an admirably 
edited organ of respectable northern opinion, 
devotes acolumn of editorial comment to 
what it is pleased to call ‘‘the arraignment of 
the south’’ by the convention of negroes 
which recentiy met in Louisville. This ar- 
raignment, the Republican declares, goes out 
to the world with the siamp of truth on it, 
and it further says that the southern people 
can not affurd to perpetuate such a condition 
of things. 

The question that arises here, and it is an 
interesting one, is, could the north afford to 
perpetuate such acondition of things? The 
inquiry isnot an idle one. If the negroes 
had grown up in the north in a state of slav- 
ery and been suddenly iiberated, the 
condition of things which is now 
called peculiarly southern would 
be peculiarly northern; and could the 
race be transplanted to the north at this mo- 
ment, the protest of the negroes would be 
more plaintively empbatic. The collection 
or accumulation of opinion which is called 
“the south” is pretty much the same, so far 
as its particular surroundings are concerned, 
as the accumulation of opinion known as 
*‘the north.”’ 

We have the authority of some of the most 
prominent northern republicans for saying 
that, apart from the pretence that exists in 
tue various editorial rooms of the north, there 
is more real prejudice against the negro in 
that section than there is at the south.

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ATLANTA’S WaTEBR SUPPLY. 


A Talk With Superintendent Richards on What it is 
and Scould be. 

The reference to Atlanta’s defective water 
supply in Friday’s Constitution attracted 
general attention throughout’ the city. 
see ©@6©=—« Ss Calied on Mr W. G. 
Richards, the superintendent of 
the waterworks and asked him Sif he _ could 
suggest any practica! plan for the increase of 
the water suppiy. Said he: 

“T have fora long time advised the laying 
ofanew main. We now have only a sixteen- 
inch main, which intended to deliver 
2,000,000 gallons a day. We are obiiged to 
have about 35,000,000 gallons a day, and by 
extra pressure we manage to get it through 
this pipe. We Suge A need a twenty-inch 
main laid along é 

“Is the supply of wht er at the pond ample 
for the needs of the city?” 

‘‘[ think so. . We ci an unusually long 
drouththis summer and we pumped the pond 
down only four feet, w Hic hisa small matter 
where you have a depth of forty feet. 

‘What would yonr proposed main cost?” 

“It could not be put in for much less than 
$100 OVO, lt would be needed only 
from the works to’ Kichardson street 
where it would enter into the city 
distribution. but while the apparent cost 
would be heavy it must be remembered that 
the pipe we would lay down would be good at 
anytime. The possible age of a cast iron 
water pipe has never beendetermined. Ican 
dig up some of our oldest pipes now and wash 
them off and you can’t tell them from new 
ones.. Whatever system of waterworks the 
city may adopt these pipes will be needed, 
There has been more than one time since we 
laid these pipes when we could have made 
money by digging it up and selling it. Nearly 
all the $100,000 nece Sary for the BeW main 
would be ihe cost of the pipe, which may be 
called a permanent investment. It would 
cost very littie to lay it or to take it up.’ 

Mr. Richards then remarked that the vre- 
sent waterworks were intended only as a 
temporary system but they were constructed 
when the city was compelled to have water 
and this was the only system then possible. 

W hen asked how long he thought the pre- 
sent works with a new main would prove suf- 
ficient for Atlanta if its growth continued 
regularly, Mr. Richards said he could not 
answer. He says that the present difficulty 
is not with the machinery but 
with the main, and that with the 
new main he is sure would give much better 
service. Even with the present facilities 
there is not !ikely to be much difticulty dur- 
ing the coming winter as has been recently 
experienced, because the; summer is Over and 
the consumption of water is rapidiy decreas- 
ing. A great list of people who had ordered 
part or ali of their supply turned off since 
the lst of October was shown to the reporter. 

THE INSURER'S SIDE, 

Mr. W. P. Patiilo was asked as a represen- 
tative insurance man what the city should do 
to secure better protection from fire. He 
said: 

“The main difficulty, asI understand it, 
hasnot been inthe supply but’ in the pres- 
sure, I think areservoir should be construc- 
ted on some high point between the center of 
the city. and the waterworks. The water 
could be pumped into it with the present 
machinery, Then we would nave an ample 
supply and asieady pressure of sufficient 
strength for any emergency. I: does 
not seem that such ry reservoir 
ought to cost a great deal, that is a great deai 
cousidering what its value to the city would 
be, Such an expedient bas been tried either 
in Luckport or Syracuse, N.Y., | forget which. 
They bad the Holly system and experienced 
the same difficuities that we have now. The 
reservoir Was -erec ted and now they have no 
trouble. | 

“Does the Atlanta fire department give gen- 
eral satisfaction? 

“I can bardiy say, vut I do think that we 
ougut to be beuter prepared in Atlanta for 
fire in case the waterworks should fail us en- 
tirely. We should bay: more cisterns and 
have the.n better cared for, Frequently they 
abulish a cistern. That ought not to 
be done. They should be kept 
full and inspected once a month 
Another good plan would beto have the heat- 
erg under the builers of Otr engines. They 
bave these in most cities. They keep the wa- 
ter so warm that when the alarm rings and 
the fire is made in the engine, steam can be 
raised, say three minutes quicker than itcouid 
if tae water had been could. I am‘told that 
such contiivauces would notcost over $1,000 
ayear tor the Atlania department. They 
would save several minutes at fires in the 
center of the ciiy, and there haye been tires 
here recently where the damage went at the 
rate of a $1,000 a minute before water was 
gotten on Ww them. 

‘ine department ought to be better equip- 
ped and more closely unsp cted by the city 
council. There have been comphints as to 
the slow time of getting water on. Ve should 
have an active department always, tod every 
facility and improvement for combating fire 
should be suppiied tor its use.’

A Sunday Racketin Which a Negro Key Recelved a 
Mortal Wound. 

Bud Battle, a negro boy about eighteen 
years of age, is at his home on Venable street 
in acritical condition from theeffectsof a 
wound which he received Sunday about noon 
at the hands of George D. Hall, a young man 
whose father is engaged in the tobacco trade, 
at the corner of Walion and Broad streets, 

The affray in which Battle received his 
would occurred in front of Mr. Hail’s resi- 
dence, 162 Luckie street. Mr. George D. Hall 
and a bro her were sitting on their front 
porch. Their parents were at church. A 
party of darkies passed along the street. Bat- 
tle was one of them. They were throwing 
stones and in other ways clis- 
turbing the citizens on Luckie 
street. A stone struck Mr, Hall’s house, 
whereupon Mr. George Hall went to the 
fence and commanded the negroes to leave. 
They became more boisterous, and one of 
them threw astone at the youcg man. At 
the same time Battie drew a knife, and, ad- 
vancing npon Mr. Hall, began abusing him. 
Mr. Hall, believing that the negro meant to 
use the knife, hurleda stone at Lim, striking 
him behind the left ear and crush- 
ing the — skull. The blow knocked 
Battle senseless, and when he fell the knife 
dropped beside him. He was removed to his 
house on Venable street, where Dr. Sterling, 
Mr. Hall’s family physician, is now doing all 
in his power for him. Young Hall was es- 
corted to the city prison, and a city case made 
against him, but he was subsequently releas 
ed.

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STABBEDIN THE BREAST. 


A Bloody Affray la a MVarictta Street Batcher Shop 
Yesterday at Noon, 

There was a bioody, and in all probability, 
fatal stabbing affray at 258 Marietta street 
yesterday about noon. The parties who 
figured most prominently in the tragedy 
were T. A. Barrett, who runs a butcher shop 
at 258 Marietta street, and John Mason, of the 
firm of Mason & Weaver, liquor dealers, 
at 206 Marietta street. About 12 o’clock Mr. 
Mason entered Mr. Barrett’s place and de- 
manded the payment of a debt. The demand 
led to a quarrel which resulted’ in 
a figbt, in which Mason re 
ceived a wound that will most likely 

roduce death. The quarrel was wi'nessed 
be a brother of Mr. Mason, and the same gen- 
tleman, and a Miss Murphy were the only 
actual witnesses to tbe fight, although several 
parties came up just at the conclusion of the 
affair. The stories of Mr. Barrett and Miss 
Murpby concerning the fight are quite differ- 
ent, andss Mason's brotuer left the city im- 
mediately afier the fight, his version of the 
affair could not be ascertained. Mr. 
Barrett, however, says, that Mason 
came into his place and demanded a 
dollar and thirty-five cents which was 
due him. Barrett pleaded an _ inability 
to pay the bill at that time, This led toa 
quarrel, in which Mason used abusive lan- 
guage and threatened to whip Barrett. Bar- 
rett him to leave his place, where- 


upon Mason invited Barrett to put him 
out, At the same time Mason put 
his band in his’ pocket and declared 
he would kill Barrett Barrett then 
told Masoo that if he drew his pistol he 
would cut him with a knife which he picked 
up from the meat block. Mason's brother dur- 
ing the time was trving to get him from the 
house, and when Mason drew the pistol he 
was in tbedoor. Barrett thinking that Mason 
meant to shoot, advanced with his knife in 
his hand. When he reached Mason he knocked 
the pistol up. Mason again present- 
ed the pistol, and piacing it 
in Barrett's face declared he would kill him. 
Barrett struck the pistol again andat the 
same time drove .is knife into Mr, Mason’s 
left side. Hethen wentback into his meat 
shop and sat down. He remained there until 
arrested by Patrolman Holiand. 

Miss Murphby’s story is very much unlike 
Mr. Barrett’s. She was standing in her moth 
er’s doorand heard the quarrel, but cannot 
repeat the language. She Says 
Mason's brother tried to pull him 
away, and that barrett ran up and struck at 
him twice with a knife. He then turned and 
fled up the street, while the Mason brothers 
started towards the city. 

[Immediately after receiving the wound Mr. 
Mason started for his place of business, but 
before going balf way began vomiting blood. 
This made it apparent that he was badly 
wounded, and eatering da restaurant near 
Sciple’s place, he sat down aud waited for 
Drs. McFaul, Hodgson and Dean, who quick 
ly responded, An examination of the wound 
snowed that the knife had penetrated the 
left lung, and had gone into the body about 
five inches. The blade entered near and be- 
low the left shoulder. The gentleman began 
sinking rapidly, and Dr. Willis Westmoreland 
was sentfor. Mr. Mason was removed to his 
home, and death came near ensuing during 
the removal. 

At his home on Simpson street the pbhysi- 
cians held a consultation and arrived at the 
conclusion that death was itaminent. The 
wounded man continued to vomit until 
Opiates began to have an effect and then he 
dropped off into a sleep. 

Those who was present at the restaurant 
when his wound was laid bare, declare that 
there was no pistol about Mr. 
Mason. His family also assert that 
he had no pistol when he 
was brought home. Mr. Mason has been un- 
able to give any account of the difficulty, so 
desperate is his wounds, His brother starte 
for their mother who lives out of the city di- 
rectly afterthe affray and his story was not 
attainable. Mr. Will Turner and Mr, Lewis 
Turner, conductors on tie Western and 
Atlantic railroad,were present and assert that 
Mason did have a pistol.
